Twenty-four men gathered at the 
county commissioners' office Tues- 
day morning to talk over highwav 
problems agreed unanimously that 
they would -willingly submit to a 
higher gasoline fax if such a move 
would result in better roads 
Lancaster county. 
The question was put by Charles 


Roper, a Lincoln man prominent ir 
go<id roads movements. He insisted 
that either a higher gas tax o^prop 
erty tax would be welcomed by the 
taxpayers if better highways were 
to be gained. The impromptu poll 
taken among farmers present, how- 
=ver, showed that they thought the 
propertv levies are already high 
enough. 
"If we can't get what we want 


through the present gas tax, we are 
willing to spend more," he asserted. 
"People are putting more 
money 


into autos than into any other one 
thing in this countv. It takes a dol- 
lar a day to keep an auto, even if 
it is not driven a bit. If an owner 
can make his car last five years in- 
stead of three by driving on good 
roads, he wants the good roads." 
The commissioners 
and 
Clerk 


Morgan were all of the opinion that 
the people would refuse to pay more 
taxes for roads, especially property 
taxes. They all voted, however, in 
favoi of a higher gasoline tax. 
Sixteen of those participating in 


this straw vote were members of a 
delegation from Roca who had pre- 
viously petitioned the county com- 
missioners to change their proposed 
gravel route from that town to- 
wards the main highways Their re- 
quest was granted on a split vote 
of the board, Mr Bennett and Mr. 
Henslev voting for the project and 
Joe Campron passing. 
Graveling Cost $9,000. 
This new route is described 
as 


leading two miles north from Roca, 
a half mile west, one north, and 
west into Saltillo. Jt is abonit four 
and a half miles long- and the cost 
of graveling it will be $9,000. 
The two routes from Roca al- 


ready proposed led more directly 
west and each was about . three 
miles long. If there is enough money, 
these two probably 
will also be 
graveled. It has not been decided, 
however, which of the three will 
first be graveled. Cameron -withheld 
his approval because he does not 
believe thre are enough funds for 
all three projects. 
E. H. Cunningham headed 
the 


Roca delegation. A route tQ Lincoln 
is the main object of all these gravel 
projects, he declared, and since the 
one he backs would serve 
about 


thirty-five or forty farmers directly, 
aa well as providing a route, he de- 
manded that it be chosen. 
Frank D. Tomson and M. T. Cas-

south over the Burlington

yard viaduct The Burlington also 
wants this road straightened, and 
the commissioners favor the plan.

THE OMAHA WITHDRAWAL. 


W,hen Omaha high school authorities decided not to 


send teams to the Nebraska State High School Basket- 
ball tournament, they were acting strictly within their 


question for them to\decide in the interest 


rights. 


It was a 


of the fjchools concerned. 


But when the Inference is permitted to creep out 


that conditions in connection with the last tournament 


not what they should be, then the officials start- 


ed a debate which has plenty of dy: .mite in * 


After all of the evidence has been simmered down, 


It appears a group of young people from an Omaha 
high »chool had brought liquor with them and were 
ordered to leave a hotel in this city when they held a 
drinking party in a room which they engaged. Cer- 
tainly that incident was no fault of the tournament 
management. About the only question it raises is con- 
trol of the student body by the responsible heads of 
the high school. By their own confession, it would ap- 
pear those in charge of the institution are willing to 
admit they cannot control the actions of their students^ 
on an excursion of this type. 


It would appear to a great man^ people the Oma- 


ha school authorities blundered gravely in their ef- 
fort to handle a most regrettable incident. 


•What a fearful blight to place against all of the 


splendid young men and y mg women who attend the 
institutions of that city! The most serious charge 
which has been brought forward is that seven young 
people partook of some liquor. They should have been 
dealt with summarily. If the school 
authorities 


thought the action justified expulsion then all of the 
members of the party should have been dismissed 
from school. But what shall be said of the hundreds 
of other young men and young women in 
Omaha 


school* who came to the tournament and conducted 
themselves properly? Why shall they be made to suf- 
fer because of the actions of a few? Why shall the 
rumor be set adrift in the state that social conditions 
were not what they should be? Why shall the tourna- 
ment management and the hundreds, who attended it, 
be placed under a cloud because seven very foolish 
and unruly youngsters, who very richly deserved a 
sound spanking, did not behave themselves? 


As a matter of fact the conditions under which the 


tournament was held evoked the praise and com- 
mendation of most of the ^heads of the 
Nebraska 


school.. The Lincoln Y. M.'c. A. was most active in 
looking after the welfare of the young people. 
The 


tournament management had men at the hotels at 
all hours of the day and night to see that the voung 
people were properly cared for. Every possible pre- 
caution was taken to prevent just such incidents as 
inspired the action of the Omaha school authorities. 


By dealing with the guilty offenders and by mak- 


ing a real effort to determine where these young peo- 
ple got their liquor, which they brought to Lincoln 
from Omaha, the school heads of that city might have 
made a real contribution towards the tournament. The 
most which can be said is that thev have succeeded 
in mossing up .things so as to reflect upon their own 
institutions.

In 
that respect they were similar to the contemporary 
literary and debating societies that discussed all sorts 
of public questions and provided an outlet for home 
talent elocutionists, musicians, and entertainers. ' At 
these gatherings, everybody was invited and nobody 
was any better than anybody else. 


So, by all means, let us have the 
old-fashioned 


spelling match at the state fair. It will bring back 
refreshing memories of the past and 
stimulate the 


boys and girls of this day to a closer acquaintance 
with a somewhat neglected branch of study. 


BRING ON THE SPELLING BOOK. 


Public taste has become so surfeited with ultra- 


modern entertainment features that the Nebraska 
state fair board's decision to hold an old-fashioned 
spelling contest during the exposition next September 
offers something with a real flavor of novelty. The 
people who settled Nebraska and helped to build it 
up during the first quarter century of statehood will 
welcome the revival of an 
institution which was 


familiar to them"in "the good old days;" and the boys 
and gflrls who take part in the contest will find it a 
wholesome form of rivalry. 


The traditional three R's of education did not in- 


clude spelling, as such, but nevertheless it has al- 
ways been regarded as equal in importance to any 
other branch of primary instruction. Indeed, it^is th^ 
foundation of both reading and writing. The older 
generation was little less devotedlv attached to the 
speller than to the old and new 
testaments. As 


learning was not then so diversified as it is now, the 
fundamental branches received more particular at- 
tention, and pupils possessing aptitude generally 
mastered them more thoroughly than is commonly 
done in these times. 


Many young jnen and women go through high 


school and later acquire a degree from university or 
colloge nowadays, without having attained as much 
orthographical proficiency as their fathers and moth- 
ers, or their grandparents, whose opportunities for 
schooling were rather limited. 
There 
are 
fewer 


"spelling sharks" among the younger adult popula- 
tion today than in the 'SO's and the '90's. just the 
came as there are fewer checker experts and horse- 
shoe pitchers. Modern youth is more concerned with 
the radio than with the word manual. 


Thirty or forty years ago, the "spelling school" was 


one of the chief sources of recreation In the average 
Nebraska community. Of a winter evening, people of 
all ages, from town and countryside, would get out 
their Sleighs and ride to the village or rural school- 
houso to determine the local spelling championship. 
For' a week ahead, perhaps, many of them would 
cram on words from Swlnton's or McGuffey's list of 
jawbreakers, so as rto be the better equipped for the 
crucial teat. 


TJ»«re would be "rhoosincr up sides" and then the 


excitement began. Sometimes it would take an hour 
or two to "spell down" the last contestant. When tho 
•spelling censed. It was customary to follow with a

MORE PAY; LESS WORK. 


The union painters of St. Louis have just present- 


ed demands upon employers for a wa.ge scale of $11 
a day for a 5-day week. Two years ago when the 
wage question was up for arbitration,-the same pro- 
posal for a shortened work week was presented and 
rejected after a bitter controversy. 
Fewer hours of 


labor are equivalent to an increase in the wage scale. 
Added to an actual increase in wages, more than one 
industry has found 'the demand stifllns: and in the 
end harmful to the best interests of the workers be- 
cause of necessitated shutdowns and cessations of 
work 


Labor has it within its power to create intolerable 


conditions within an industry m no less a 
measure 


than capital. AVhen the latter gouges and and exacts 
more than the traffic v ill reasonably bear, it suffers 
from its own greediness. The same is true of labor. 
The employers do not absorb these increased labor 
costs out of the earnings of the- industry. They are 
passed on to the public. When the public rebels, and 
withholds its support, the employe suffers even more 
than the employer because the latter can afford to 
remain idle while the worker, who must depend upon 
his weekly paycheck for his bread and butter, cannot. 


Ten years ago labor had the public back of it in its 


fight for more equitable treatment- 
If it has for- 


feited any of that 
natural 
sympathy 
which 
the 


American people have shown for those who work, de- 
mands of the character made by the St. Louis paint- 
ers have been responsible for the change in senti- 
ment. There has been a swing in the other direction 
more recently. 
It was plainly observablev< in the 


miners' strike. 
The public has grown weary of the 


continued strikes in the hard coal industry. 
Some- 


thing of the same situation may prevail in other lines 
of industry 
if the workers persist in presenting de- 


mands for shortened hours. 


For the time being -t least America has already 


made allowance In shorter working hours for the 
benefits of improved machi. _ry and methods in pro- 
duction. - To endeavor to further restrict the hours 
of work will only result in an increased burden to 
the public. It would be infinitely better for the unions 
to direct their energies along other lines than to at- 
tempt to secure greater concessions in the matter of 
working hours. 


TO ABOLISH COMPANY BONDS. 


New York has become thoroughly alive to the evil 


of allowing bonding- companies to furnish bail bonds 
and a bill is new pending before the legislature to 
do away with the practice. 
The measure was drawn 


by the secretary of the committee of inferior crimi- 
nal courts of the Charity c ~anization society of New- 
York City and has the enthusiastic backing of the 
judges of the criminal courts. 


In commenting upon the argument in favor of sure- 


ty company bonds to the effect that they ;iro easy 
to collect, while real estate bonds are comparatively 
difficult, Chief Justice William McAdoo said a row 
days ago: "In my judgment that is one of the chief 
difficulties of company bail. It simply amounts to 
fining the defendant, by way of bail, so much whi:h 
the company pays, and then he goes out and con- 
tinues his criminal career". In plain English we have 
licensed him, in the way of bail, to go out and con- 
tinue his criminal career, because the money is ->o 
readily collectable." 


The law of England forbids the taking of pay or 


indemnity for furnishing bond for a person charged / 
with an offense and in consequence defendants are 
required to remain in jail until they are tried. This 
has the effect of speedin™ tip trials, the accused per- 
son being the one who clamors for an early hearing-, ' 
quite in contrast with the situation in this country. 


The conduct of bonding agents in New York has 


become a scandal, according to Justice McAdoo, who 
^ays that they hang around the criminal courts, com- 
peting for business with crooks and ready to furnish 
bail in any amount. 
In order to get this business 


the agents must naturally be on friendly terms with 
the underworld and the evil has become notorious. 


It is not the amount of the bond that the : tate and 


society demand. 
The law does not contemplate the 


fining of a man for committing murder, burglary or 
highway robbery, but, as Justice McAdoo states, this 
is what the acceptance of a bond which Is practically 
certain to be forfeited, amounts to. 


The chief reason for so much crime is that known 


criminals are not kept in confinement after they are 
apprehended. 
,» 


THE REAL ISSUE. 


If a part of the University of Xebraska curriculum 


can be subjected to popular vote through the initiative 
and referendum, what is there to prevent similar ac- 
tion upon any course r" study which may arouse the 
opposition of any group of citizens or students? That 
is one question, which the proposed referendum on 
military drill, raises. 


Nebraska has a course in the elementals of evolu- 


tion similar to instruction given in all of the leading 
universities and colleges, of the country. What is 
there to prevent a repetition of the Tennessee farce 
if anv aggressive and military group decides to raise 
the issue? Then where will the friends of academic 
freedom, who have been so active in this fight, be? 


The plain fact is that the chancellor and the board 


of regents should not'be "hamstruntr" in this fashion. 
If the people are dissatisfied with the handling of uni- 
versity affairs, they have their remedy. The regents 
occupy an elective office. 
The people are not dis- 


pleased with the way matters have been handled. In 
the last decade the University of Nebraska has -at- 
tained a greater development than in any 
similar 


period in its history. The regents and the chancellor 
have performed a splendid service. 
The taxpayers, 


who have made this institution possible, are well con- 
tent to leave matters of executive administration and 
the formulation of courses of study to their judgment. 
The proposal to establish a different precedent in the 
matter of military drill Is opening the door to a situa- 
tion which may become most annoying, most harass- 
ing and most dangerous. 
It would be a most unfor- 


tunate development If the referendum petitions which 
are to be circulated should receive a sufficient num- 
ber of signers.

MILK SHAKES. 
"Dear Doctor: Here's a suggestion for those who want to" gain. 


was thin and looked horrid. 1 began to take chocolate milk shakes daily, 
about an hour after each meal. I missed only one or two days and 111 >wo 
months I had gained nine pounds. I now take one once a week to keep 
my weight. — A." 


A glass of milk is 160 calories. The amount of chocolate that would 


be used for1 flavoring would probably amount to another 100 calories and 
the syrup or sugar at least another 100 — total 360 calories! So if you took 
three of these dally, A., you not only got some super-excellent food in 
your milk, but. you added 1000 c.'s to your diet. And that's what I'm 
telling our underweight followers to do. Milk in the form of chocolate 
drinks is a good form in which to take it. 


I doubt if you will hold your weight if you take only one milkshake 
i week now, unless you increase the rest of your diet., I think you had 
better send for our booklet on gaining, (enclose ten cents Ino stamps 
and self-addressed, stamped envelope.)

Answers: 1. Canned milk Is milk evaporated to different degrees of 


concentration, and it loses practically nothing except Its anti-scorbutic 
vitamins. (This vitamin you can get in your citrus fruits and raw veg- 
etables.) .The growth and anti-neuritic vitamin is not affected, accord- 
ing to Sherman. 


2. The chief value of- all vegetables lies in their residue, vitamins 


and alkaline salts (mineral elements.)' The green leaf vegetables are usu- 
illy higher in the vitamins and have a better grade of protein than root 
vegetables, but all vegetables are valuable. The cc.!oric value of the on- 
ions, oyster plant and parsnips would be approximately one-half pound 
to the 100 calories: celery and radishes have more water in them, so the 
celery would be one and one-quarter pounds and the radishes a little less 
than a pound to the 100 calories. (The oil of the skin of the radishes 
may be irritating to weak stomachs.) Onions are high in iron and there- 
fore are of value in anemia. The volatile oil which apparently is ex- 
creted by the lungs and is not altogether esteemed as a breath sweet - 


is driven off by cooking but the iron is not affected, if you don't 


..hrow away the water in which they are cooked. 


3. Yes, sour milk is a wholesome food, and good in auto-intoxication 


as well as in health, on account of its lactic acid.

ai?e). 
The latter consisted of two 


layers, the lower one of sand, or 
even of soil, and the upper one of 
heavy cubical blocks matched 
to- 


gether and incrusted in the sand 
which luted the Joints. 


"The 
paved 
roadway 
differed 


from the Roman in principle, 
in 


technique, and in practice. Thanks 
to the plasticity of the sand it was
